None of thesé boats make 
less than fifteen miles an hour, and most of 
them are capable of a trans-Atlantic trip. |, 
Several of them, like James Gordon Bennett's 
Namouna, have been around the world, The 
Namouna is two hundred and twenty‘six feet 
long overall. The largest steam yacht vet 
built is Wiliam K, Vanderbilt’s new boat, the 
Abvas whieh «is. two hundred and eighty-five 
feetiong, -It-cest the owner of the Alva up- 
wards of twelve hundred dollars a month to 
mn the Alva oh an ocean voyage without 
spending any money on provisions for himself 
and guests. As a fashionable thing cannot 
serve its purpose without being displayed, the 
eost of entertaining guests enters as the big- 
vést billin steam yachting. It is said that 
Vanderbilt on the Alva and Jay Gould 
on the Atalanta frequently spend 
two hundred dollars a day for their sport. 
When the Alva goes to sea she carries a pilot, 
two engineers, two firemen, a steward, a cook, 
and seven sailors. Besides these there are ser- 
vants in proportion to the number.of guests. 
The boat is not unjustly called a floating pal- 
ace. for it isso arranged internally that the 
owner and his friends may live almost exactly 
as they do on shore. The dining saioon, for 
instance, is: eighteen by thirty-one feet in 
measurement. There is a well-stocked library, 
and ten suites of rooms in each of which is in- 
cluded a sitting room, chamber and. bath room.

How Mra. Arp and tho Children Have 
Things Their Own Way—Bill Sees a Re- 
markable Serpent Killed at the Mines, 


Two of the boys are mining down below Cave 

Spring, and I ran down to see them and camp 

outand rough itawhile, I didn’t know them 

at first, for they looked like red mulattoes and 

had worked off their shirt sleeves, but in due 

time they went to Snake pond and cleaned up 

and I recognized them as chips of tite old block. 

There is something honest in hard work—some- 

thing that provokes your respect, and it cheers 

up and comforts a manif he is getting good 

pay for it. It did me good to see those dirty 

boys shoveling back the dusty ore from the 

middle of the cars to the ends and breathing 

the red oxide and sweating under a sun 

that was nearly 100 in the shade. The pros- 

pect of a good reward kept them cheerful and 

they had many a joke and many a yarn to tell. 

They are now getting out near two thousand 

tons a month and shipping it to Chattanooga, 

and other points, andit pays. They have 

built a narrow gauge railroad a mile long to 
the mines and have train cars that hold two 
tons each and it is big fun, even to a patriarch, 

to ride down for they run by gravity and make 
the trip in four minutes. A- mule pulls them 
back, but they will have a baby locomotive 
soon. This iron business is a mighty big thing. 
Hiere are forty men at work—all white men— 
some from the mountains and some from 
Alabama, and some are farmers from 
the naborhood, who have laid 
by their crops and are now 
making their dollar a day and _ boarding 
at home. Some putin their ox teams and 
make more. These hardy men make no fuss 
about the weather. They have no thermome- 
ter and read no papers about sun-stroke, but 
just work on and exchange their homespun 
wit. A great big whiskered tar-heel saw me 
circulating around with the ‘‘boss’’ and was 
heard to say ‘‘who is that old gray coon gwine 
around with his ombrell and store close ?’’ 
‘““‘Why he’s the daddy of the boss,’’ said an- 
other. ‘I lowd he wer the daddy of sumth- 
in’ around herec,’’ said the tar-heel, ‘‘from the 
way he totes hisself.”’ An ox team was close 
by and he said to the driver, “Jim, I say Jim, 
thars a fly a suckin’ of your off steer. He’s a 
gettin’ blood now and you ean catch him and 
pull his eyes out—they are right onder, his 
wings.”’ The drivers of these ox teams sonie- 
times get together and play a regular tune 
with their whips and they sound very like the 
rattle of musketry in battle. ) 

Tne oldest inhabitant was perusing the prem- 
ises and looking at the ancient marks on the 
naboring trees. Father Bigelow they say was 
here before the Indians were and picked out 
his lots before they were surveyed and what 
he- don’t own is a mistake.

I knew him forty years ago and conscientious— 
ly, I can say, I see nochange in form or fea- 
ture. He was old and wrinkled then and is just 
the same now and can walk round more 
forty acre lots inaday than any man in the 
country. A man told me cenfidentially that 
Father Bigelow hid himself inthe ark unbe- 
known to Noah, and when she landed on Ara- 
rat, he slipped out the first man and stucka 
stake down and claimed the mountain by right 
of discovery, and* made Noah pay him wharf- 
age. Many of these forty men have families 
dependent on their labor, and I was thinking 
how much a single furnace is worth to a com- 
immunity. Here are fifty dotlars a day expended 
in the support of not lessthan one hundred peo- 
ple, including the women and_ children, 
and yet ail their labor does not 
furnish half enough ore fora single furnace. 
A furnace of 100 tons uses 200 tonsof ore each 
day. Then thereis the limestone and coal 
and sand and all the labor at thelfurnace, and 
so it is a safe estimate that one furnace gives 
fuod and clothing to at least five hundred peo- 
ple. These people exchange their wages with 
the merchanis and soa large community are 

yrofited. A ton of iron that costs fifteen dol- 
em to make it, pays fourteen dollars for labor. 
100 tons a day expends fourteen hundred dol- 
lars a day for labor. That is over forty thous- 
and doliars a month or half a million a year. 
There is no business in the world that pays so 
much for labor in proportion to the prime cost 
of the material. merchant flour 
mill is a good thing in a commn- 
nity, but it does not pay ten per cent of its 
products of labor—merchandise does not pay 
ten. Law and medicine pay nothing. While 
they are absolutely essential in a community, 
yet a single wagon or carriage factory will do 
more to sustaina community than a score of 
lawyers and doctors. Aniron furnace at Car- 
tersville would give new life to the town,tand 
there is no reason why this busiategs should not 
prosper as well here as at Anniston or Cedar- 
town. We want a man of nerve like Mr. No- 
ble or Mr. West.. Where ean we find him? 
Now you may boast of the temperate climate 
of Atlanta during the late hot wave, but 
it is a fact that in this delightful region we 
would not haye known it was so awfully hot if 
Tre CONSTITUTION had not informed us. My 
thermometer did not show the mercury above 
92, while it was 100 in Atlanta and 104 in 
Maconyand still higher in other places. I 
never stopped work in these hot days. I had 
a fence to build and a front gate to renew and 
lots of dirt to dig and remove, and I got wet 
every day—wringing wet—and not from 
rain either, and one her a doctor came by and 
smiled and went off and said that I was work- 
ing fora sunstroke or a spell of fever, but I 
wasent. I feel all the better for work when 
the work adds value or comfort or beauty to 
the homestead. I had rather work on a hot 
day than play cards or baseball or read a sen- 
sational novel. I fortunate for 
me thet I love work, for I'll always 
have a plenty of it to do as long as Mrs. Ar 
lives and her children are nearly as bad.

The Place Where Aaron Burr Tricked Poor 
Blennerhassett. 
From the Balti.nore Home Journal. 

History that has recorded the romances and 
intrigues of Blennerhassett Island will soon 
have to devote another page to the disappear- 
ance of the celebrated isle itself. For many 
years the sandy soil has been succumbing 
slowly, but surely, to the waters, and every 
successive rise in the Ohio has reduced the size 
of the plot more and more; but very lately it 
has met with its worst disaster. Running 
south into about the centre the river has cut 
a channel which has now caused an immense 
washout almost directly in the middle of the 
island. An immense excavation has thus been 
created, and there are signs of similar holes 
appearing in other parts of the farm. One of 


to sell his property. He isabout frightened off. 
Steamboat captains tell their passengers of the 
fate with which other islands have met, andin 
pointing out the sites of lost land, predict the 
entire swallowing up of Blennerhassett’s be- 
fore many years have passed away. Only the 
other day a vessel steaming toward Pittsburg 
caught on the branches of a tree, which had 
been undermined at the edge of the island,and 
had a hard tussle to get away uninjured. As 
if prophetic of its doom, the crops of the is- 
land are poorer this year than ever before; 
and it has always been regarded as the most 
valuable agricultural property in West Virgi- 
nia. 

Perhaps no spot along the Ohio has such an 
interesting history as Sennavaneeiats Island. 
Its lore is that of the nation itself. It was here 
that Aaron Burr’s treachery was practically 
checked, and the triump of that event is mel- 
lowed by the sadness of the fall of poor old 
man Blennerhassett—the dupe of Burr. Over 
acentury ago this gentleman settled on the 
island, building himself a delightful residence, 
and ever afterward dispensing most elegant 
hospitality. Harman slennerhassett was 
born in 1769in England. He was bred to the 
law in Ireland, but sold his estate in that coun- 
try for more than $100,000, and cameto the 
United States. After remaining in New York 
a short time he emigrated to the west and took 
up the island, which is just a few miles south 
of Parkersburg, W. Va. 

Here it was that Aaron Burr interested him 
in his scheme for seizing Mexico, where, in 
case of success, Burr was to be emperor. 
Theodosia Alston, Burr’s daughter, was to be 
empress. Llennerhassett was to receive the 
title of duke and appointment as ambassador 
to England. BElennerhassett expended large 
sums in fitting out an expedition, and, though 
discouraged when he learned of Burr’s real 
designs, the intriguer had such influence with 
Blennerhassett’s wife that the old man still 
adhered to him. After becoming thoroughly 
interested in Burr’s visionary enterprise, Blen- 
nerhassett took him over to the town of Mar- 
ictta, O., for the purpose of purchasing sup- 
plies for the voyage. 

Atthe counting house of Dudiey, Wood- 
bridge & Co., he left a memorandum of such 
provisions as he wanted. They included pork, 
tiour, whisky, bacon and kiln-dried meal. 
They also made a contract with this firm for 
the building of fifteen boats. They were to 
be on the Schenectady model, such as were 
then used on the Mohawk river. Only eleven 
of the boats were completed. These were built 
on the Muskingum river about seven miles 
above Marietta, and were to be delivered on 
the Sth of December, 1806. At that date fur- 
ther work was erat ih ee by the militia, who, 
discovering Burr’s plans, took possession of 
the boats. The days following were lively 
times on Blennerhassett’s island, Burr and 
Blennerhassett both having to go heavily armed 
to protect themselves against suspicious citi- 
zens. When later on they both fled to Cincin- 
nati andthe south, Mrs. Blennerhassett showed 
her loyalty to her husband by sending her 
trustworthy servant, Peter Taylor, after the 
old gentleman to bring him back. 

Blennerhassett was arrested in 1807 and held 
for trial as a traitor, but Burr’s acquittal set all 
suspected — le free. His beautiful island 
and home ad been sacrificed to creditors, and 
he went to Natchez a bankrupt. He under- 
took a cotton plantation, but the war with 
England ruined commerce and he then re- 
moved to Montreal, where he practiced law. 
In 1822 he went to Ireland, but here he failed 
to secure certaln property and continued to fail 
in every project he undertook. In the last 
years of his life he was supported by his sister, 
who had left asmall estate to his wife and 
children. Blennerhassett had married the 
- ang of Governor Agnew, of the isle of 
lan.

A Bad Accident on the Concord Kailroad 
Yesterday. 

Concorp, N. H. July 390.—A frighiful acci- 
dent occurred on the Hooksett branch of the 
Concord railroad this forenoon. An accom- 
mouation passenger train was reported nine 
minutes late, and coming via Sunceck branch.

The engineer and firemen of both trains had 
time to jwnp and escape serious injury. 
George A.. Wrench, express messenger, and 
Frank Barney, brakeman on the mixed train, 
were instantly killed and others injured. The 
relief train was sent from this city with sur- 
geons to attend the injured. A gang of men 
also dispatched to.clear the wreck and remove 
obstructions from the track. Pecuniary dam- 
This is the first serious ac- 
cident that has happened on the Concord road 
for many years. A later report places the 
total number killed at four.

He was able to 
say that tle switch was left open by his com- 
panion, a brakeman, who is slightly hurt. 
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ACCIDENT TO A PLEASURE PARTY. 


A Yacht Capsizes and Two Men Drown in the 
liver. 

PHTLADELPHIA, July 30.—A party of twelve, 
consisting of prominent public aud business 
men, started down the Delaware river on the 
sloop yacht Minerva at noon today, ona 
pleasure trip, the objective points being New- 
port, R.1., and New London, Conn. The 
party had provisions for two weeks on board, 
and intended stopping at Cape May, Atlantic 
City, New York and other points. When off 
the lower part. of the city a squall came up 
suddenly and capsized the yhcht. A-number 
of tugs and small boats immediately went to 
the assistance of the party and succeeded in 
picking up all but two, whose bodies have not 
yet been recovered. The unfortunate men 
were Thomas Kennedy, member of the firm of 
Cambridge & Co., brass founders, and Thomas 
White, a colored cook. The yacht immediate- 
ly sunk, but was subsequently raised and tow- 
ed to shallow water. 
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BRIDGE WORKS BURN. 


Heavy Loss by Fire in Chicago and Else- 
where. 

Cuicaao, July 30.—At2 o’clock this morn- 
ing fire broke out in Wells & French compa- 
ny’s bridge and car building works, near cor- 
ner of Blue Island avenue and Wood street, 
and before the flames were extinguished a loss 
of $150,000 had been caused. The fire started 
inthe saw mill of the works. Sixty men 
working in the blacksmith shop adjoining 
made their exit from the building’ barely in 
time to save their lives. So rapidly did the 
flames spread, that within fifteen minntes 
from the time the blaze started the entire 
works, compose® of two planing mills, ma- 
chine shop, saw mill, bridge shop, storehouse 
and shaving mill were on fire. Cause of the 
fire unknown.

THE SLAYER OF AN UNFAITHFUL WIFE 


Dies in the Jeffersonville, Ind., Penitentia r 
After Twenty-one Years of Imprison- 
ment, Aged Seventy Years. 


JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., July 30.—[Special.] 
Ignatius Buchanan, a once noted southern 
politician, died this morning at Jeffersonville 
penitentiary. He was seyenty years of age, 


and had served twenty-one years behind the 


bars of that institution. 

Buchanan was born in Charleston, 8. C.,Jin 
1817. His father wasa wealthy man, and he 
received a classical education at Greenwood 
college. ' 

At an early age he took an active part in 
politics, and was a delegate to the convention 
which nominated Stephen A. Douglas to the 
presidency. In the midst of the fierce debate 
which took place on that memorable occasion, 
Buchanan made a speech which was consid- 
ered a brilliant effort. Duriug the war he 
served with distinction in the confederate 
army, aud was one of Longstreet’s bravest 
men. 

In 1863 he left the service on account of 
physical disability, and came to Louisville 
with his young and beautiful wife, who, by 
the way, was a daughter of Senator Richards. 
He purchased the Riverside hotel, which he 
managed for one year, and was very Success- 
ful. In 1864 Grant Guyer,a wealthy young 
sporting man, came to board with Buchanan. 
He was very handsome, of pleasing address, 
and a great favorite with the ladies, and spent 
his money freely. 

The young man was particularly attentive 
to the beautiful Mrs. Buchanan, and she was 
not averse to his advances. They took long 
drives, went to theaters together, and were al- 
most constantly in each other’s society. Buch- 
anan loved his wife so devotedly that he hard- 
ly seemed to realize what was going on under 
his very eyes, and when they eloped together 
the blow fell with crushing force. 

Hastily selling all his property, Buchanan 
sent his children to friends in the south and 
started in pursuit of the guilty pair. He fol- 
lowed them to Sacramento City, and found 
that they had left for Canada. He then turned 
his course toward the British possessions, and 
arrived there only to learn that they had just 
left for New Orleans. In the Crescent city he 
was informed that they had left that day for 
Mexico. 

Still the vengeful husband was not discour- 
aged, and continued the search with unwaver- 
ing zeal. At laston January 14, 1866, he came 
upon them in aroom at Indiaaapolis, where 
they were stopping as man and wife. When 
the wronged husband entered the apartment 
the wretched woman and her paramour cow- 
ered beneath his fierce glance. In acold, piti- 
less voice he told them their last'moment had 
come,and drawing along glittering knife he 
told theni tauntingly that he proposed to cut 
them to pieces. 

Guyer sprang through the c>cond story win- 
dow and escaped, but the woman was power- 
less to move, and falling upon her knees begged 
her husband to spare her for the sake of their 
children. Her entreaties fell upon deaf ears, 
and the knife blade was plunged into her heart, 
The now frienzied husband hacked her body 
to pieces and placed the bloody fragments in a 
cooking stove. He afterward walked cooly 
down. stairs, after washing his blood-stained 
hands in a basin, and began drinking heavily. 
In an hour he was maudlin drunk, and while 
in this condition he told the police of his awful 
crime, and seemed to gloat over its atrocity. 

When he was tried in March some of the 
jury thought him to be insane, and for this 


reason he was not hanged, but went up fer | 
fie arrived at the Jeffersonville peni- | 


life. 
tentiary at noon, March 29, 1865, and at the 
time of his deuth had served over twenty-one 
years. During allthat time the authorities 
considered him mildly insane, and he was al- 
lowed the fredom of the yard without doing 
manual labor. To record his many eccentric 
doings would require volumes. He spent most 
of his time in training a goat, which he called 
‘Julia,’ after a favorite daughter. 

He read all of the daily papers, and was 
probably one of the best posted men political- 
ly in thecountry. Henry Watterson sent him 
the Courier-Journal every day, and the New 
Orleans Picayune came regularly- to his ad- 
dress. He refused positively to attend reli- 
gious services, but despised criminals and 
crimes. Although it was against the rules, he 
managed to have a good supply of whisky on 
hand and was nearly always drunk. 

About two weeks ago he was taken ill of 
typhoid fever, and his decline was rapid. Al 
most asthe breath left him he murmured 
‘Julia’ ina husky whisper, and then was 
dead. He had a son living in Birmingham, 
Ala., who was immediately notified of his 
father’s death by Warden Patton. His remains 
will probably be taken to South Carolina for 
interment,

One line to run via Virginia Midland railroad 
and Richmond and Danville railroad; 2nd to 
run via Atlantic Coast Line, and 3rd via Wil- 
mington, Norfolk, Richmond and Portsmouth. 
Kach of the companies at interest will furnish 
its quota of cars and the lines as established 
will provide all rail connection which will 
undoubtedly have great influence in promot- 
in* the business mterests of the south, Vice-

railroad shall be assigned to this serviee, and 
it is the intention of all parties interested to 
proceed at once and get these througn lines in 
operation at the earliest date possible.

GERMANY’S REVENGE ON RUSSIA, 


The Attempt to Persuade Franceto Ally with 
_Kussia Against Germany—The Boulanger- 
Ferry Duel—Other Foreign News,

BERuin, July 30.—Instead of the Russian 
government ceasing war on German commerce, 
as promised by Ambassador Schouvaloff, fresh 
measures paralyzing trading relations are 
either impending or aleeady in operation un- 
der Schoutvgloffs’ assurances the crusade 
against Russian stocks ceased. During the 
week Russian securities have been neither 
bought nor sold, but the anti-Russian fecling 
again excited by a fresh display of hostility 
on the part of the St. Petersburg government 
Will not now be allayed until some practical 
check is given to the systematic persecution of 
Germans by Russia. Not only have the in- 
terests of the financial community been 
threatened, but the government has also sus- 
tained an affront in the reception of commu- 
nications sent to St. Petersbtrg aiming at 
friendlier relations. 

General V on Schweinitz,acting under instruc- 
tions from Prince Bismarck, made overtures 
to Giers, Russian minister of foreign affairs, 
siggesting a modification or delay in the oper- 
ation of the ukase affecting foreigners holding 
land in Russia. Giers, after a ministerial 
council, replied that the law upon which the 
imperial ukase was based could not be modi- 
fied, norits operation delayed. At the same 
time negotiations, the object of which was to 
obtain special exception in the cases of Princes 
Radzinill and Hohenlohe and other German 
dignitaries, who are land owners in western 

tussia, met with a curt rejection. The same 
ministerial council drew up instructions which 
were sent to the heads of all state departments 
to report what foreigners were carrying on 
work within the empire, whether as owners or 
employes, and what was {their nationality. 
The design of these instructions became 
known in Berlin yesterday, with the appoint- 
ment of a commission, the sole purpose of 
which is to extirpate German trades and Ger- 
man people in the Baltic and western provy- 
inces. 

The St. Petersburg cabinet has thus suc- 
ceeded in affronting and offending highly- 
placed dignitaries and the whole German 
commercial world. Russian officialism shows 
a similar spirit to that of the ministry, an in- 
stance of which is the revival of a frontier law 
which had long since lapsed, under which 
persons crossing the frontier are not permitted 
to carry German coinage of a denomination 
less than nine thalers, or gold money. All 
travelers holding Prussian landrath pass- 
ports are obliged to show Russian fron- 
tier commissaries what coinage they possess, 
and are not allowed to take into Russia any- 
thing less than thaler pieces. If the intention 
of the Russian government be to further exas- 
perate Germany and compel her to adopt more 
active retaliatory measures, it has been fully 
accomplished, and measures which the reich- 
back had under consideration, to prevent Ger- 
man investments in Russian paper, and which 
were dropped under the promise of the resto- 
ration of harmonious relations, are again un- 
der discussion, and it is expected that the re- 
sult will be the exclusion of new Russian loans 
from the German market. Means will be 
taken by the Reichsbank in conjunction with 
great financial houses for the gradual elimina- 
tion of Russian securities, while the govern- 
ment will prepare retaliatory fiscal measures 
which will be presented at the opening of the 
reichstag.

Emperor William. The former will go to Co- 
penhageh on August 19th without touching at 
a German port. 

The Deutscher Tagblatt says it has informa- 
tion that Boulanger is concerned in an intrigue 
with a Russian ambassador who is now staying 
at Royat, near Boulanger’s residence, and that 
the Russian government, being convinced that 
Boulanger will return to power, is urging him 
on to take concerted action with Russia against 
Germany. The Tagblatt predicts an early 
state of anarchy in France and 
the establishment of a reign of 
terror when it is certain, says 
the paper, that the gap in the Vosges will play 
the role of a safety valve, for which emergency 
Germany must be ready. 

The latest advices from Alsace-Lorraive 
prove that the gap will be well watched during 
the coming maneuvers of French troops. 
Special flying columns detached from Stras- 
burg, Mulhause and Colmar garrisons, will 
watch the Vosges, and detachments will camp 
along the frontier at a distance of 400 metres 
from the French line, while posts will be 
stationed atthe extreme limits of the line. 
These movements are more training events 
than necessary precautions for the present. 

Advices from Riga state that the nihilist 
Sergeijen, who escaped from Siberia, and two 
others named Bogdamar and Redelin, were 
surprised in a house in a forest while making 
dynamite bombs. The fugitives resisted the 
gendarmes and a fight ensued, in which 
Bogdamar and Redelin were killed and Sergei- 
jen mortally wounded. 


Michael Davitt Speaks. 

LONDON, July 30.—An anti-coercion meet- 
ing was held at Manchester today. Michael 
Davitt made a speech, in the course of which 
he said he feared the deceased of the govern- 
ment would not be delayed long enough to 
allow digging of the grave wide and deep 
enough to bury it. | 

The parliamentary election to fill the va- 
cancy in the Forest of Dean division of Glon- 
cestershire, caused by the retirement of 
Thomas Blake (home ruler) has resulted in 
Samuelson, liberal candidate, defeating W ynd- 
ham conservative—vote 4,286 to 2,735. In the 
last election the district was carried by Blake 
over Lucas (liberal unionist) by a majority of 
1,407, the total vote being 6,237. The -liberals 
now carry it by a majority of 1,550 in a total 
vote of 7,022, the liberals increasing their poll 
464 votes, the conservatives increasing theirs 
321. A prominent politician pointing to the 
election says: ‘‘It shows that the liberal un- 
ionists are returning to their allegiance.” 


The Boulanger-Ferry Duel.

M. Ferry’s seconds are Deputies Raynal and 
Cassimir, Perier. They had a conference with 
Boulanger’s seconds after an interview be- 
tween the latter and M. Ferry.

The 
attempt of revolutionary orators to obtain a 
hearing at the meeting led to a free fight and 
stampede, and the revolutionists were left in 
possession of the hall.

Separate Education for the Races. 

Certain impertinent remarks of the New 
York Independent, in ill temper and worse 
taste, on tlie Glenn bill, appear to demand 
attention in these columns.

The Camse of Poverty. 

Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby, in his article in 
the Forum for August, writes of ‘‘The for- 
gotten Cause. of Poverty,’”? touches on 4 
subject of the timeliest interest. It would 
have been better, however, if he had enti- 
tled his paper ‘“The Ignored Cause of Pov- 
erty,’’ for it seems to us that no intelligent 
person can fail to remember the real cause 
of poverty, while everybody in this day and 
time is inclined to ignore it. 

Dr. Crosby says, and says truly, that the 
increase of riches does not increase pov- 
erty. The evil of vast wealth in individ- 
ualsis not that it increases poverty, but that 
it tempts to injustice. This is the truth in 
anutshell. The wealth of individuals, no 
matter how great it may be, must be poured 
out in the trades and professions. An in- 
dividnal may hoard bonds, securities, notes, 
or collaterals, but he cannot hoard curren- 
cy. Consequently the trades and the pro- 
fessions will prosper as well when the 
wealth is in the hands of five hundred as 
when it isin the hands of fifty thousand. 

As the truth of this proposition need not 
be argued, but is self-evident, the conciu- 
sion is thateveryone, by means of indus- 
try, is enabled to get money or its equiva- 
lent. Dr. Crosby concludes that all this 
prating about poverty as caused by wealth 
is cheap demagogism. Poverty is never 
caused by wealth, for the reason that 
wealth does not mean an accumulation of 
money, but its equivalent. 

Inordinate wealth may be used to frame 
unjust laws, or to carry out legislative de- 
signs that are inimical to the interests of 
the poor, but the remedy for this is with the 
poor themselves. In this country_they are 
tremendously in the majority, as com- 
pared with.the wealthy. Let them elect 
legislators, state and national, to suit them- 
selves. When they have done this, wealth 
will have no influence in the lobby, and, 
therefore, no influence on legislation. 

According.to Dr. Crosby, the basis of 
the Gecrve-McGlynn movement is- envy, 
sire and simple, and we have no doubt 
this is so, for poor men in all walks and in 
all professions, continue to accumulate com- 
petencies. They continue torise. It has 
been so from the beginning, and it will be 
so to the end.

The Father and the Felon. 
Old Samuel Brooks is visiting St. Louis 
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on a sad mission. He left his quiet 
home in England and crossed the ocean to 
save his boy, if possible, from the gallows, 
and to be with him in his hour of dire ex- 
tremity. 

Everywhere in the civilized world the 
history of this case is known, and every- 
where it has stirred up a feeling of horror 
and indignation. Young LBbrooks, alias 
Maxwell, killed his friend Preller at the 
Southern hotel, packed his body in a trunk, 
took his money and jewels, and sped across 
the continent, and over the broad Pacific, 
until he was intercepted at Auckland, and 
brought back to answer for his crime. 
From first to last the. conduct of the mur- 
derer was not such as to excite the least 
sympathy. He told scores of lies, made 
confessions and retracted them, and finally 
claimed that he accidentally killed Preller 
while performing a surgical operation. He 
was convicted, and after every possible de- 
lay, nothing now stands between him and 
the scaffold. 

So much for the felen. But the father 
sees himina different light. In his eyes 
the prisoner is still the fair-faced, frank, 
kind-hearted boy whosé blue eyes once 
Jooked so confidingly into his, whose curly 
head was nestled on his breast, and whose 
tiny arms were twined lovingly around his 
neck, It is no use to tell this old man that 
his boy isa murderer, thief, liar, and all 
that is dissolute and base. 

The sturdy Englishman speaks: his mind 
without reserve. He believes that young 
Brooks had no better chance before the 
court that tried him than he would have 
had before Judge Lynch. It was nota fair 
trial; Preller’s death was accidental; the 
device of introducing a detective into the 
prisoner’s cell to sneak into his confidence 
was infamous, and the wretch’s testimony 
ought not to have been heard. So the 
heart-broken man rambles on. He will 
stand by his boy, and spend his last cent, 
and see the president if necessary in order 
to save him. 

In the meantime Brooks, alias Maxwell, 
is posing in his cell before the curious visi- 
tors, writing autographs for women, and 
lying straight along. In the old country he 
forged his father’s name, ran away from 
home without telling him goodbye, and de- 
nied him, But now he is glad to see the 
only friend he hasin all the wide world, 
the only human being that believes in him, 
and pities him. 

The father and the felon must soon part. 
The gallows will do its appointed work, 
and the stricken sufferer will go back over 
the sea to hide his grief in a desolate home. 
Let him keep his sublime faith in his black- 
souled son. Noone wonld have it other- 
wise. The world is all the better for such 
revelatious of the depth and strength of a 
father’s unchangeable, undying love.

The Farmers’ Alliance isa new organi- 
zation that is becoming popularin parts of 
our state. Itisa secret organization, but 
it is understood to be one of the objects of the 
organization to band the farmers together 
for the purpose of getting protection in 
purchasing supplies, and to prevent imposi- 
tion in the sale of crops, Another feature 
that can be commended by all honest men 
is that none but substantial and reliable 
farmers can join or be members of the al- 
liance. 

There is always strength ina united 
effort, and the result will follow union just 
as the men who unite together direct - it, 
If they are good substantialmen and work 
together Lo promote a Common good, to be 
participated in by all equally—not to injure 
others but to protect themselves, then it 
will result in great good to the members of 
the alliance. If it goes into the hands of 
designing men-who are Willing to subvert 
the body to individual ambition, and is used 
to promote such men by making the wnion 
only a pastime to cover their pnrposes, then 
it will be a failure and a fraud. 

No one cardoubt that the old orderof 
geangers that was so very populara few 
years ago would have resulted in great good 
and would have continued very popular but 
for this fact.

The Foster Street Extension, 

The appraisers on the opening of Foster 
street completed their work yesterday and have. 
made their returns. Thirty or more of the 
awards aggregate eight thousand and five 
($8,500) hundred dollars, which embraces al] 
of the properties from the city limits to Court- 
land street. Between Courtland and Ivy 
streets three awards amount to $28,700. The 
appraisers representing the city recommend 
appeals in two of these cases amounting to 
$28,000. They think $5,000 in each case would 
be a full allowance for the damage to be sus- 
tained. This, they state would place the en- 
tire damages from the city limits to Ivy street 
at $18,500, an increase of $3,500 on the esti- 
mates furnished last year by the citizens ask- 
ing for the improvement. It appears that 
as the city is committed to this work and has 
accepted donations from the property owners 
amounting to twenty thousand dollars or 
more, a partof which has been invested in 
building the bridge over the Richmond and 
Danville railroad, it would be wise policy to 
take advantage of the present figures ‘and do 
the entire work if the funds are jin hand. 
Another year’s delay may increase the cost 
to the city of twenty thousand dollars, The 
pressing necessity for this work and the great 
benefit to be derived by the city and those of 
our citizens living in the fourth 
ward should not be underestimated. 
Scarcely a day passes without bringing ae- 
counts of dangers [to Jwhich citizens ‘are ex- 
posed in driving near the railroads at the Air- 
Line crossing. The opening of this ayenne 
will furnish a straight street a mile anda half 
in length from the center to the circumfrence of 
the city, the entire length of which ean be seen 
atagiance. It will bea great thing for At- 
lanta, and will prove a benefit to the entire 


city. Itisa significant fact that when this 


work was undertaken last year, it was after a 
long and thorough investigation by the city 
council; and, in opposition to its final passage 
there was not a dissenting vote in a api 
branch of the city government.. Another fact 
shown by the records is that not & member of 
council owned a foot of property on the street.

With all the rain that has fallen in the past 
four days the Richmond and Dinville railroad 
has arrived on schedule time, and she is report- 
ed all right by the management, not having 
missed a connection.

THE DIGNITY OF THE LAW, 


Judge Van Epps Fines Two Attorneys $25 
and Defines “Contempt of Court.” 


At the opening of the city court yesterday 
morning Judge Van Epps called the motion 
against Colonel George T. Fry and Lewis W. 
Thomas, who had been cited to answer fora 
disturbance in the court room Friday of last 
week, an account of which appeared in these 
columns. | 

Colonel Fry and Mr. Thomas both made 
carefully-worded statements, which were sup- 
plemented by some admirable remarks from 
Colonel Reuben Arnold. 

After hearing both sides Judge Van Epps 
said: “Iam grateful to Colonel Arnold for 
his judicious and well considered remarks. 
The court postponed action in this matter until 
today, being chiefly actuated by the hope that 
the Louorabie gentlemen who were engaged 
in the unfortunate controversy which took 
place in the presence of the court during the 
progress of a judicial trial, might have an op- 
portunity to satisfactorily adjust their differ- 
ences. ‘This, ] am glad to be informed, has 
been. done. The expression ‘contempt of 
court,’ is somewhat generally misapprehen- 
ded. It rarely happens that counsel who have 
broken some rule or order of the court provi- 
ded for the seemly dispatch of business intend 
any disrespect to the rson of the judge, 
who for'the time being happens to sit on the 
bench of the court. In this very instance I 
am satisfied that. ne: disrespect was in- 
tended to my. own. person. So far 
as I know, nothing but relations 
of cordial frierdship and of mutual 
esteem exist between myself and counsel. 
Contempt of court, however, is a broad term, 
meant to define any irregniarity tending to 
disorder or any misbehavior of officers of court 
in the presence of the court, such asa breach 
of the peace in the conduetof atrial. Ido 
not feel called upon to wound the feelings of 
my friends who are now before the court, or to 
provoke discussion with them by a painstaking 
review of the successive stages of the alterca- 
tion in which they indulged, or by attempting 
to nicely define wherein the one or the other 
of them acted properly or exceeded 
the limits of propriety. A breach 
of the peace occurred, and I hold 
both of the counsel responsible, and equally re- 
sponsible. The clerk is directed to enter a fine 
of $25 against each of the gentlemen for dis- 
turbing the order of the court. To impose any 
fine is exquisitely painful to me, but not as an 
individual, but as the voice of the city.court of 
Atlanta, which is a trustee of a certain portion 
of the power ‘and sovereignty of the state, I 
feel constrained to vindicate the dignity and 
obligation of our court rules,” 

Colonel Fry and Mr. Thomas immediately 
paid the fine imposed by the judge.

I was convicted in Rome, Floyd county, 
for the crime of manslaughter and sentenced 

“prison for the term of twenty years. I have @ peti- 
ion before the government with a i recommen- 
tion from my prison. officer,  Gentle- 
men, I have long since repented of 
my ertme and have done all in my power to atone 
forthe same. I feel that my punishment has been 
great. It is sad to say thatI am not the only one 
suffering, I have a dear old mother that is desti- 
tute of the means of support. She is now laboring 
daily for wages. Getlemen you have a dear ok 
mother and you love her, But you cannot gt? 
ciate a mother’s love until you are deprived: of her 
presence, This is asolemn thing for your consid- 
eration, Those who have never been placed under 
such restraints cannot appreciate the great and 
glorious gift of freedom. I long for the time to 
cone when I can agaifi go forth into the world 
feeling that henceforth, relying upon the help of 
my divine maker, I can, as far as earth is concerned 
atone for my past conduct, and prove 
by my future conduct that justice, tempered by the 
soothing infliuences of mercy is far. more powerful 
to influence me in choosing and steadfastly holding 
the right path. Gentlemen, if I cannot get out by 
pardon I will be glad to have my sentence commut- 
ed to eight or ten years. I beg to refer you to Colo- 
nel J. W. Renfroe, P. M., at Atlanta, who has been 
connected with the Dade Coal company, and knows 
allabout my conduct here. Gentlemen, you may 
rest assured that I will never give you cause to re- 
gret-anything you do for me. I have learned a les- 
soh that will be my nee through life. A man 
that serves seven or eight years in prison and does 
not reform will never reform during life. All I ask 
to substantiate what I have said is a chance to 
prove to the people of Georgia that the time I have 
served in prison has wrought a change in me.

COMING CONVENTIONS. 


Three Large Conventions to 
Assemblie in Atlanta Soon. 


LOCOMOTIVE ENGINEERS, FARMERS, 


Fire Chiefe—The Work of the Conventions 
and the Entertainment the Delegates 
Will Receive from the People. 


, Atlanta is a city of conventions! — 

~ It would be a matter of impossibility almost 
toenumerate the many anc important con- 
ventions that have been held in this city with- 
in the past five years. Almost every promi- 
nent organization in the United States has 
held a convention in Atlanta. The only one of 
any considerable size that has given the city 
the go by has been the Knightsof Labor. The 
Prison Congress, the ¥. M. C. association, the 
Car Accountants, various temperance organi- 
gations and Masonic fraternities have within 
the past few years sat with open and closed 
doors, as their rnies required, within the con- 
fines of the municipality, and to each and all 
has the freedom of the city been extended and 
the hospitality of the people accorded. 

Within the next sixty Save three large and 
important organizations will assemble in At- 
anta. The aggregate number of delegates 
these organizations will bring to the city will 
verhaps exceed fifteen hundred, the great ma- 
jority of whom will view Atlanta and its won- 
derful progress and prosperity for the first 
time. It is impossible to estimate the advan- 
tage that has accrued to the city from the 
meetings of these conventions. New 
and worthy citizens have been secured, 
money and enterprise has been attract- 
ed, and many a man =has cast his 
lot with ours and made his home among us 
who perhaps never would have done 80, ha 
he net been attracted to the city by some 
pleasant experience had as a delegate. The 
three conventions that will assemble here 
within the next sixty days will bring hither a 
representative and influential body of men. 
One particularly, the farmers’ convention, 
will have among its list of delegates many 
men who, if they find the city ajl that it is 
claimed and represented to be, may be induced 
to take up their residence here. 
A number of these dele- 
gates are understood to be coming with two ob- 
jects in view; primarily, to attend and take 
part in the Aéltberstions| and secondly, to look 
about and around them and see if the soil is 
not more generous and the seasons not more 
balmy in Georgia than they are at their pres- 
ent homes. That Atlayta will come up to ex- 
pectations, the people who live here and who 
point with commendable pride to the monu- 
ments of the city’s industry and progress, have 
no fear! 

THER LOCOMOTIVE ENGINEERS. 

On the 13th of August, the 207th division of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers will 
entertain the various delegates from the many 
divisions of the grand brotherhood in annual 
convention. This .organization is one of the 
mest popular, most flourishing, and one of the 
strongest, if not the very strongest, ofall the 
organizations effected by purely laboring men. 
It is a conservative, intelligent organization— 
one that both in theory andin practice con- 
demns the methods so popular among laboring 
men by which grievances are redressed. Its 
chief officer, P. M. Arthur, by reason of his 
sensible and timely utterances on all questions 
of the day, has raised the order to an enviable 
place in popular estimation. 

At the last meeting of the brotherhood, 
held in Columbus, Ohio, there were over 1,800 
delegates in attendance; this number is not 
expected here, for the reason that Atlanta is 
not as accessible to the great majority of the 
members as was Columbus, and for the addi- 
tional reason that the longer distance that will 
have to be traversed and the longer time re- 
quired will preventa number of engineers 
from getting leave to attend. There will be 
twenty-three or twenty-four divisions present, 
and the Georgia divisions and those in the 
surrounding states will be present in full force. 
The local officers are making preparations for 
400 delegates, and the indications are good 
that at least that number will be_ present. 

THE PROGMAMME TO BE FOLLOWED. 

The convention will assembly in public 
session at 9o’clock on the 13th of August at 
DeGive’s opera house. Governor Gordon will 
address the convention, and in behalf of the 
state of Georgia will extend a cordial welcome 
to the united brotherhood. Mayor Cooper, of 
Atlanta, will extend the freedom of the city. 
Division 207, the local division, will welcome 
the deiegates, the speech being made - by En- 
gineer Shivers. Grand Chief Kngineer Arthur 
will respond in behalf of the brotherhood, after 
which Mr. Henry W. Grady, of THe ATLANTA 
CONTITUTION, will by request address the con- 
vention. At half past seven in the evening, 
areception will be given the convention by 
the railroad department of the Young Men’s 
Christion association, at Concordia hall. On 
Sunday the brotherhood will attend the 
First Baptist church, where Dr. Hawthorne 
will deliver a sermon espeviaily to the dele- 
gates. On Monday the Georgia Pacific rail- 
road will tender an excursion to Salt Springs, 
and division 207 will ditve the delegates 
and invited guests at the Sweetwater Park 
hotel. Elaborate and *handsome invitations 
are now being sent to the various delegates all 
over the country, in which the various invi- 
tations are. conveyed, and handsome tickets 
tothe same are enclosed. ‘These invitations 
will give the delegates some idea of what is 
in store forthem when they reach Atlanta, 
and will also form handsome souvenirs of a 
very intersting and pleasant occasion. 

THE INTERSTATE FARMERS’ CONVENTION, 

On the 16th of August representative farm- 
ers from the states of North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabaina, Tennes- 
see, ee Louisiana, Arkansas and 
Texas will assemble at DeGive’s 
Opera house, at least six hundred 
strong, These deleyates will as-- 


sembie for the purpose of discussing} and de- | 


vising some method or plan by which the de- 
pression now existing among the agricultural 
class can be removed. The delegates have 
been appointed by the governors of the respec- 
tive states. and great care has been exercised 
in selecting intelligent aud progressive 
farmers, not mere theorists and book 
worms. The governor will welcome the con- 
vention, and as he is the temporary chairman, 
will preside over the deliberations uutil a pres- 
ident is elected. Each state will come pre- 
pared to discuss some particular subject look- 
ing towards the amelioration of the agricult- 
ural depression, The various delegations have 
sélected some prominent planter to prepare an 
essay Which will be mtd as an inieoduatiial 
speech on the subject, after which the discus- 
sion will become general. As a matter of 
course, the convention will have no power to 
bind auy one by its action, nor will it have 
any authority to command adherence to any par- 
ticular course or policy; all that it can do will 
be to suggest and recommend; but its person- 
nel being composed of the intelligent and pro- 
gressive planters of all the southern states, its 
suggestions and its recommendations will have 
weight and intiuence. 

Governor Gordon will probably give the 
convention a reception at the mansion during 
its stay, and other|cntertainments will be pre- 
pared for them and all the hotels and board- 
ing houses will give delegates reduced rates. 

THE FIRE ENGINEERS NEXT. 

On the 20th of September the convention of 
fire engineers will convene in the Kimball 
house ball room in annual convention. This 
is the first time the convention has ever met 
in the south, and the greatesf enthusiasm 
prevails among the chiefs of the various cities 
to visit the wonderful southern cit 
of which they have read so often an 
heard s0 much. The convention § is 
composed of the chiefs of the fire departments 
of the various citiesin the United States and 
Canada. Chief Joyner, of the Atlanta fire de- 
partment is confident that there will be at least 
400 delegates. The convention is a working 
body, and meets annually for the purpose of 
exchanging views and devising new plaus and 
methods of fighting fire. 

WHAT WILL BE DONE. 

The convention will sit with open doors, and 
will listen to a number of essays from the most 
prominent insurance men and firemen in the 
country. These essays ali have a practical 
value and are intended to convey to all the 
special researches and inventions of those whe 
have made a special feature of particular top- 
ics.

WHAT THRE RATLROADS WILL bo, 

All the railreads will give delegates to the 
three conventions and their families the benefit 
of one fare to and from the convention, 
All persons who desire to attend said conven- 
tions will on receipt of the secretary's certifi- 
cate be accorded the same reductions in rail- 
road rates. ‘The railroads of the ten southern 
states in the territory of the farmers conyen- 
tion, without exception have made the one 
fare rate. It is possible that a large number 
of the locomotive engineers will be transport- 
ed free of charge, by the courtesy of their own 
roads, but even if this is not done, the railroad 
fare will be such a small item that no one can 
not afford to pay it.

But all were allowed to run on together to 
July, and even then there was no purpose to 
stop the quart license dealers from selling 
until their licenses expired. Mean- 
time, after the election, as before 
it, there was the contident statement 
that prohibition would not prohibit, and 
many of them meant by this that prohibition 
should not prohibit. 

“Th other words the opposition to the adop- 
tion of the law was to be continued so far as 
possible as an organized opposition to its en- 
forcement. 

‘‘Looking to this end large organizations of 
citizens opposed to prohibition were formed, 
and public meetings held—platforms promul- 
gated.” 

“How about the quart licenses?” 

“Atthis juncture the quart license dealers 
undertook to run regular retail saloons and 
claim protection in so doing on the theory 
that the licenses were unexpired and that 
there had been a sort of toleration of drinking 
in the houses where liquors had been sold by 
the quart. These dealers by sales, transfers 
and removals were nearly all loca- 
ted in» the very heart of the. city. 
Their business was conductd as openly, 
publicly and notoriously as possible. The li- 
censes were void, but even if valid did.not not 
authorize tippling. 

‘The people who had been so patient as long 
as there was a semblance of law or right in 
favor of the dealers now became impatient 
and there was much excitement and danger of 
disorder. 

‘The dealers were ofiicially notified that 
their licenses were void—their business 
illegal, and that they ntust_ close. 
They refused — cases were made 
against them; they applied for injunction—it 
was denied, and the cases were tried." Fines of 
$500 and costs—the full money. penalty of the 
ordinance—were imposed on each defendant 
convicted at that time. 

‘*My course was sharply criticised by many 
prohibitionists—severely denounced by the op- 
position and the city council asked the mayor 
to reduce the tines to $50 and costs in each 
case.” 

‘‘You did not change your course ?”’ 

“T had no doubt my course was right and 
adhered to it. 

‘‘There was organized violation of the law 
fora two-fold purpose—to get gain and to 
bring the law into disrepute and so secure its 
repeal. 

“The men engaged in it were men of posi- 
tien, influence and capital. 

‘Small fines would be paid—and as the of- 
fense Was one difiicult of detection would 
probably not exceed the annual license there- 
tofore paid. In that case liquer shops would 
muitiply. It was better to demonstrate at 
first that the violation of thislaw would be ex- 
pensive in cases of conviction. The hope was 
to close the places up—and then have the fines 
reduced to nominal sums. 

“They did not close, but the tippling feature 
was stopped, and this was a great point gain- 
ed—the_real point in controversy, in fact. 
And nodoubt heavy fines prevented many 
persons from engaging in this business then 
and afterward. After the quart licenses had 
expired some of the wineroom dealers were 
detected selling whisky and lager beer under 
other names,’’ 

“And what then ?’’ 

‘The efficacy of fines was further tried. In 
cases of men able to pay them the fines were 
large, in other cases smaller. A purpose to 
resort to imprisonment and labor, if unavoid- 
able, was to defendants freely and 
clearly. The fines for one cause and another 
were not paid premptly nor im full, and they 
proved meifectual. 

“Afterafull year’s delay and the fullest 
notice, with great reluctance, the extreme 
penalty of imprisonment at labor was tried. 
The experiment is new, but promises to be so 
effectual as to prevent violations of the law, 
which would be better every way than mere 
unishmont. 

‘‘You must have unpleasant experiences at 
times,’’ said the reporter. 

‘‘Let me say 1 had never any unkind feeling 
to any defendant. Some of them had been my 
close personal friends and neighbors. But I 
felt that it was my duty to. so administer the 
law as to secure its enforcement. My critics 
would have preferred such admimistration as 
to give it at least an equal chance of -failure.

THE STOUT LITTLE BLACK HOUSE. 


How Tricky Indians Managed to Get a Shot 


at the Settlers Occasionally— 
Mysterious Initials. 


Boonrsporovenr, Ky.,Jduly 29.—[Special cor- 
respondence. }—Among historical spots in Ken- 
tucky there is hardly one which will bring up 
so many associations in the mind as Boones- 
boro. Like every boy of my time I devoured 
“Wild Western Scenes” in my 
youth and have not yet got- 
ten from underneath the glamorof it. The 
characters in that book were thento me real 
personages and the places described and scenes 
enacted became to me reminiscences as much 
as ifI had actually passed through every ad- 
venture myself. I hardly can realize yet that 
it is a work of fiction and not a recital of actual 
facts. And in that book the chief place to me 
was Boonesboro and the chief figure was the 
mighty hunter, Daniel Boone, 

his was not exactly the first settlement in 
Kentucky, Colonel James Harrod having less 
than a year previous to its foundation built for 
himself a log cabin where burg now 
stands, But Boonesborough was for many 
years the most important point in the state 
and cut a more conspicuous figure in early pi- 
oneer ee than any other point. New 
comers from Virginia and North Carolina af- 
ter crossing the mountains naturally followed 
the course of the Kentucky river with this 
piace as their objective point and it became re- 
ally the northern settlement of the common- 
wealth. 

The first white women who ever put foot in this 
state were domiciled at the old block house here 
and ifjfmy memoryljis not at fault,the first white 
child born in the state was born here. It was 
‘the rallying point for the early settlers and 
P withstood numerous assaults and sieges 
but was never captured either 
by force or strategy. Had it been overthrown 
at any time, the “‘dark and bloody ground” 
would have been for many more years the hab- 
itation of the savage and the breeding-place of 
wild beasts. 

Boone began building his bleck house here 
onthe ist day of April, 1775. One would 
think it a fit day for the beginning of such 2 
folly, as it must have appeared then, to all but 
the builder. Yet in a little over a month from 
its completion Boone’s wife and daughter were 
with him, and in the fall of that year the wife 
and daughter of Colonel Calloway had joined 
the little colony. As these ladies had to come 
hundreds of miles across the Alleghany moun- 
tains and through the unbroken forests, it may 
be well understood that they had conie to stay 
and brought their knitting with them. And 
truly they did stay and others of their desira- 
ble sex came and the descendants of these 
good dames occupy and enjoy the land to this 


day. 

The old pioneer chose wisely his location, 
and with an eye only to its utility, chose also 
one of the loveliest spots in the state. I don’t 
suppose he had much time to go, like Dr. Syn- 
tax, in search of the picturesque, but it hap- 
pened in this instance that he found it without 
seeking. You can plainly see to this day the 
marks of the eld blockhouse on the ground, 
and a little digging in the soft earth with a 
cane will bring up ashes and bits of old pottery 
from the spots where the old fireplaces were. 
So there is no obscurity about the matter. You 
may stand, if you wish, on the veritable Nebo 
from which old Boone viewed his promised 
land, and you may be sure your foot is placed 
on the very-soil trodden by the brave men and 
braver women who founded this famous com- 
monwealth more than a hundred years ago. 

Of course the chief things considered by those 
who built block houses were the conveniences 
of water, fuel and provisions, and also an unob- 
structed view on all sides. Standing here on 
the site of the fort you can see at a glance how 
all these advantages are combined in this loca- 
tion. You stand perhaps a hundred yards from 
the wave of the Kentucky river, and perhaps 
forty feet above the water’s edge, for the bank 
slopes up from the swift flowing stream to the 
very walls of the fort. Tothe east and south 
the land is level, with not a gally ora bank in 
it large enough to conceal aman for half a 
mile in both directions. In this fertile river 
bottom Boone had his corn field and raised his 
bread at the very door of his castle. 
On _—itthe west the ground slopes 
slowly down to the unfailing 
spring whence the garrison usually got thei- 
supply of water. A well sunk inside the fort 
to the level of this spring, say twenty feet in 
depth, would, and, I believe, did, \ arse 4 a 
bountiful quantity of water when besiegers ren- 
dered access to the spring impossible. All 
around are high hills, like the rim of a deep 
plate, but none of them near enough to permit 
the guns used in former days tosend a brflict 
into the fort. No foe can approach except to 
come over rising ground, where he can. be 
easily seen from the upper windows of the 
block house. Just across the river rises the 
nearest ‘‘knob,’’ about four hundred feet above 
the water, and perhaps as many yards from 
the fort in a straight line. A man on top of it 
would be outlined against the-sky like a sil- 
houette, for the sun rises-over it im the morn- 
ing and sets against it in the evening. 

Altogether this location is just such as you 
would expect a man of Boone’s great good 
sense to select. It gives him every advantage 
and put his assaflants at the mercy of the gar- 
rison. Itis related thatonce the Indians at- 

tempted to undermine the fort by digging a 
tunnel from the steepoffset of the river bank ; 
but the dirt which they were compelled to 
throw into the river discolored the water and 
so betrayed their designs. No trick nor ce- 
vice could be successfully used against tle 
people in the fort for the sharp eyed pioneers 
had the vantage ground. 

They do tell, however, of one trick which 
proved successful fora time. Near the spring, 
but just out of rifle range from the fort, is an 
immense sycamore tree hollow in the center 
and with a large Kknot-hole about 
thirty feet from the round, 
know ledgeous young Indian buck would gain 
a position in this tree during the night, and 
putting his rifle through the knot hole would 
shoot the first man who come to the spring ih 
the morning, Then he would quietly slip 
down and make his escape, keeping the trunk 
of the tree between him and the fort. For a 
time this sueceeded well and the whites could 
not tell whenee the shots came. But Boone 
finally suspected the knot) hole, and getting a 
good position himself during the dark- 
ness, he waited for day to break. When it 
grew light and about time the water bringer 
started for the sping the old hunter. tired into 
the knot hole—he knew the Indian would be 
peeping—and the young brave fell dead at the 
bottom of the tree witha bulletin his brain. 
‘Those who tell the story say that Boone shot 
him in the eye, but 1 cannot vouch for the 
story in either form. Lonly know that the 
tree is here yet, and such a thing might have 
happened. 

Just below where this tree stands and about 
midway between it and the river stands the 
finest grove of sycamore trees I ever saw. The 
stems are straight and tall, rising from forty 
to sixty feet without a brangh, and they glean 
inthe gloom made by. fl interlacing tops 
like columns of polished ivory. The grove 
covers abont an acre of tbe and there is 
not a defective tree in it. In the midst of it is 
a white sulphur spring, one of the best tf not 
the best in Kentucky. I don’t know myself 
what a chemical analysis of the water would 

show, but it is clearand sparkling, icy com, 
and has remarkable diuretic properties. ‘Phe 
people here esteem the water a sovereign 
remedy for troubles of the kidneys and bowels, 
and I have myself experienced its good effects.

In these modern days when 
timber has been so wastefully destroyed on 
the headwaters of all these mountain streams,

days of Boone. In late years water has cover- 
ed the site of the old fort and old people love 
to tell of the great freshet back in the forties 
when the Boonesborough celebration was hel 
and it is said thiviv thousand people 
were Camping on the ground. The greatest 
rain known to the oldest inhabitant 
came, the river rose out of its banks and the 
tenters had to escapeto the highgroundsfto avoid 
drowning.

But today everything is peaceful and serene. 
The range of hills all around stand up distinct- 
ly in the sunlight with just a faint blue haze 
about their summits and the same light mist 
shows the winding course of the river through 
the deep gorge to the west. Up the steep in- 
cline across the river, the turnpike winds like 
& huge gray snake and far away behind us on 
this side it can be seen stretching on toward 
Richmond. At our feet ripples the river, 

ently in its Windings, as the 

reath of asleeping babe, and bright as the 
eye of a maiden who has just wept a few tears 
of joy over an accepted lover. The unflecked 
skies are blue and the air full of balm, and 
the still silences are unbroken with musical 
voices by the youngsters inthe sycamore dell, 
who are passing life as idly as the smoke which 
floats up from their expiring camp-fire. It is 
an apotheosis of peace taking place on the very 
chiaf altar of former carnage. 

Bronnesboro is on the turnpike between 
Winchester and Richmond; about fourteen 
miles from either place, and just above where 
the road crosses the Kentucky river at a ferry, 
The fort is in what is now Madison county, 
and the store and saw mill across the river are 
tn Clark county, named for General Clark, 
an early pioneer with Boone. There is no 
town here beside these two buildings and 
two or three dwellings. About two miles 
above, the railroad crosses the river on a mag- 
nificent iron bridge and a lumbering town 
called Ford has been built up there with three 
or four hundred inhabitants and half a dozen 
saw-milis. Save for the one whirring saw, the 
old site of Boone’s borough is left to silence 
and solitude. The place isa place of memo- 
ries and perhaps it suits the visitor better as it 
is. A conerete reminiscence, one comes to it 
to rest and brood, and give play to fancy, re- 
membering the things that were. It is useless 
to the world now, and its stockade has moul- 
dered many years ago; yet it was potent in its 
day, and looking at its desolation we bless it as 
one of the forgotten “stepping stones to better 
things.” FALCON,

The Action of a Tornado. 

N. &. Shaler, in Seribner’s Magazine for August. 

When the conditions of atmospheric instabil- 
ity have given birth to a tornado, the fact is an- 
nounced to the observer by a sudden gathering of 
dark, swift-whirling clouds, from which depend 
@ writhing, serpent-like body formed of eon- 
densed vapor. This writhing column extends 
rapidly downward until it touches the 
earth. When it attains the surface it becomes un- 
dible from the violent rending actions which it 
creates upon that surface. As soon as the whir! is 
creaied, it begins to move away, generally toward 
the northeast, for the evident reason that the upper 
cold Jayer of air, against which it originates, has, 


in the morthern hemisphere, &® movetment in that ~ 


direciion. 

In its path overthe surface, the circling move- 
ment of the writhing air andthe sucking action 
of the partial vacuum in the central portion of the 
shaft combine to bring about an-extreme devasta- 
tion. On the outside of the whirl the air, which 
rushes in a circling path toward the yor- 
tex, overturns all movable objects, and in the 
centre these objects, if they are not too 
heavy, are sucked up as by a great air pump. 
Thus the roofs of houses, bodics of men and 
animals’ may be lifted to great elevations, until 
they are tossed by the tumultous movements beyond 
the limits of the ascending currents and fall back 
upon the earth. Where the center of a whirlwind 
passes overa building the sudden decrease in the 
pressure of the onter air often eauscs the atmos- 
hhere which is contained within the walls sudden- 
y to press against the sides of the structure, so that 
these sides are quickly driven outward asif by a 
charge of gunpowder. 

Itis not unlikely that the [diminution of pressure 
brought by the passage of the interior of the whirl 
over a building may be about as much as isindieated 
by the fall of four inches in the barometer, This is 
eqhivalent to a changein the pressure amounting to 
about three hundred pounds to the square foot, This 
ferce operates to burst out the walls of a building. 
It is not infprobable that the diminution of pressure 
may be’ much greater than this, but even the 
amount mamed is sufficient to aceount for the 
bursting out of the frail-walled struetures which 
these devastating movements encounterin western 
parts of the United States.

The Prince of Siam Visits the 
Armed Ladies. 


THE KING SURROUNDED BY THEM. 


His Eyes Feast Upon the Most Expert in the 
Use of Arms, and Not Upon 
the Loveliest. 


A London correspondent writes: Amens 
the other visitors to the exposition this wee 
has been the prince of Siam, brother to the 
king. Heis alittle man, has an olive com- 
= and black eyes, speaks ee per- 
sans J and has charming manners. As an ex- 
ample of one of the good results of the Ameri- 
can exhibition, during his visit he-made a most 
careful inspection of the in the main 
eagoe = _ spent th as of dollars on all 
the useful things he saw, which were up to the 
present time unknown in Japan. He gave an 
order for 100 writers to onemanufacturer, 
a large order for safes to another, ordered four 
dozen carpet sweepers, a steam engine, and a 
number of other ingenious things which at- 
tracted his attention, so that these exhibitors 
have the satisfaction of knowing that they have 
opened a market for themselves in Siam, at no 
greater expense than going to the American 
exhibition, The fashion having been set by 
the prince, large orders for all these s he 
assured them would follow; it would therefore 
appear that the people in his country, which 
very few of us stop to realize, is twice as large 
in its area as France, and has a population of 
about 15,000,000 people, are all dik ing rapid 
strides towards modern civilization. 

He gave ussome curious information, how- 
ever, about the king’s amazons, the royal 

uard being composed entirely of women. 

‘his battalion consists of 400 women, chosen 
among the handsomest and most robust girls 
in the country. They receive excellent pay, 
and their discipline is perfect. They are = 
mitted to serve at the age of thirteen, and are 
— in the army of reserve at twenty-five. 

rom that period they no longer serve about 
the king’s person, but are employed to guard 
the royal palaces and the crown lands. 

On entering the army the amazons make a 
vow of chastity, for which there is no exemp- 
tion unless any of them should attract the 
king’s attention and be admitted among his 
legitimate wives. The king’s choice seldom 
falls on the most beautiful, but on the most 
skilled in military exercise, The costume 
these women wear is very rich. Their full 
dress is composed of a white woollen robe, 
embroidered with gold. ‘The cloth is extreme- 
ly fine, and descends as far as the knee; it is 
covered with a light coat of mail and gilt cui- 
rass. The arms are free and the head is covered 
with a gilt casque. When wearing this dress 
on state occasions their only weapon is a lace, 
which they handle with wonderful‘dexterity. 
With their undress they are armed with 
musket. The battalion is composed of four 
companies, and each ee of 100 women, 
commanded by @ captain of their own sex. 
Should the captain of the company die the 
company is drilled during three days by the 
king, who appoints the most competent to 
succeed to the command. 

The king of Siam never undertakes any ex- 
pedition without being accompanied by his 
female guard, nor does he ever hunt, or even 
ride, without an escort of thesame guard, who 
are devotedly attached to hisperson. Every 
individual of the battalion has five negresses 
attached to her service, and having thus no do- 
mestic occupation, she can deyote herself ex- 
clusively to the duties of her profession. 
There is a parade ground near the city, where 
one company is stationed for two days every 
week to exercise themselves in the use of the 
lance, the pistol and the rifle. The king at- 
tends once a month at those exer- 
cises, accompanied by his brother, who 
shares insome degree the sovereign power, 
and distributes prizes to those most deserving. 
When the death of one of the parties ensues, 
the deceased receives a magnificent funeral 
and the high priest pronounces a panegyric de- 
claring that the ceceased by her valor has mer- 
ited eternal restinthe abode of the blessed. 
The survivor receives the congratulations of 
her companions; but, asa measure of ‘discip- 
line, sheis sentenced to pass two months 
away from her company in fasting and prayer. 
The military organization of this battalion is 
so perfect ‘that the entire army endeavors to 
imitate it. 


WHAT IS HYPNOTI 


The Way It Was Discovered and Explained 


by a Physician. 
From the Leisure Hour. 

Tay 1841 James Braid was in practice as a 
physician at Manchester. Thither came La 
Fontaine lecturing on mesmerism and perform- 
ing experiments of the familiar type, illustrat- 
ing-the theory of the stronger. will and the 
dominant idea. Braid was interested in the 
lectures, suspected the experiments to be im- 

ostures and declared the theory to be false. 
He worked at the subjeet himself, and in the 
years following issued several books containing 
most remarkable experiences regarding what 
he called neuro-hypnotism, but which after 
him was for a long time known as Braidism 
and is now described im all thedictionaries and 
text-books as hypnotism. Braid found that 
most of the phenomena could be self-induced. 
That a man, so tospeak, could mesmerize him- 
self by fixing his gaze on some imanimate ob- 
ject and concentrating his attention. He thus, 
to his satisfaction, proved the subjective nature 
of the influence. To talk of animal magni- 
tism from an inanimate object was absurd. 

sraidism met with much opposition. It was 
furiously attacked by the mesmerists, whose 
very citadel it threatened, and it was received 
with horror by a large-section of the public, 
who refuséd to believe in the possibility of its 
phenomena. There was no mystery as to the 
method of procedure. All that Braid did was 
to take any bright object. such as his lancet- 
case, between the thumb and fore and middle 
fingers of the left hand, and held it from 8 to 15 
inches from the eye of the patient in such a posi- 
tion above the forehead as was necessary to pro- 
duce the greatest strain on the eyesand eyelids. 
On this bright point the patient was stare tixed- 
ly. In ordinary cases in fifteen seconds, if the 
pattent’s limbs were lifted, they would evince a 
tendency to remain in the position to which 
they had been raised; in a few seconds more a 
strange feeling of exaltation would spread 
through him; m a few seconds more he would 
be asleep and insensible to pain. 

There never is anything new, and, of course, 
there was nothing new in Braid’s discovery. 
The magicians used to hypnotize their beliey- 
ers by making them gaze at the scratches on 
the crystal sphere. The Egyptian priests byp- 
tized theirs by making them stare at the mys- 
tic signs on the bright metal mirror. The an- 
chorites lifted their.eyes fixedly to the firma- 
ment and went off intoecstacy. The monks of 
Mount.Athos hung their heads and looked 
downward until they felt their senses swim 
away, and the Indians ascetics of 1887 gain 


hypnotic power by squinting at the tips of ¥ 


their noses, as their ancestors have dene for 
ages, «» ® As to mesmerizing animals 
with the ‘‘passes,”’ which, granting DBraid’s 
theory, is the same thing as hypnotizing them, 
there are innumerable examples. The iguana 
can be hypnotized, so can the cobva, so can the 
turtle.

¥e seen from the pen of that industrious and 
wersatile writer. In some shape or other we 


- have all seen the types portrayed by Mr. Haw- 


thorne. Here is ataste of the matter: 

- As water seeks its level, so does the village in- 
Blinctively tend to maintain a certain moral and in- 
$ellectual uniformity. The man of exceptionabie 
hility is sooner or later expelled by the body pol- 
Stic. He is mistrusted, disliked, and finally ostra- 
eised. Nor is he humself slow to take the hint to 
Gepart. He perceives that there is nothing for him 
todo at home. He forges restiessly about for 
awhile, trying this and that, and effecting only 
mischief: everybody surmises an evil destiny for 
him: he puts on his hatand departs, in despair or 
anger: and presently the world recognises and cele- 
brates his genius. But his pative village never 
@wells the chorus of praise. They have known 
him from a baby; he cannot humbug them! Did he 
mot steal apples from Farmer Hoyt’s orchard? Was 
he not the slowest hand at a spelling-match in 
gchool? Did he not jilt Mary Jane after everybody 
had agreed that he would marry her? Go to, then! 
Can such a fellow asthat invent a navigable air- 
Bhip, or write a classic book, or create a successful 
gailroad? He is only Jgck Smith, afterall is said 
and done, and, among those who know him will 
g@lways bave a Jack Smith reputation. 

On the other hand, there is the clever boy who 
turns out badly. He was a good-looking fellow, 
gmart at his book, precocious among his fellows, an 
induiged fayorite among his elders, They proph- 
esy that he will come to something. He is apt to be 
the champion at the village athletic sports; he runs 
qith the fire-engine, kisses the girls, and leads the 
choir in the church. He also knowsall about horses, 
@ud makes a number of profitable deals. But pres- 
ently it is rumored that he indulges in tobacco and 
whisky. He gets into a fight on Sunday, and 
shocks the congregation, eme®zing from the church 
with a bloody nose and a black eye. He uses pro- 
fane language, and turns up as the chief actor in a 
gocial scandal. Finally, the shop keeper by whom 
he was employed is obliged to discharge him; he 
becomes a street loafer, and by and by is caught 
committing a petty larceny. So he is lodged 
fn jail; but everybody will refer to him re- 
gretfully asa boy who would have made his mark 
jn the world if he hadn't taken up with drink and 
loose company. 

Another typical inhabitant is the handy, intelli- 
gent, reticent boy, who has the instinct of the natu- 
ralist or the Indian, who knows all about hunting 
and fishing, who picks up arrow heads, finds rare 
plants, makes hisown boats and oars, deiights to 
“camp out” by himself in the woods, moulds his 
own bullets, and is not only a dead shot, but under- 
stands the mechanism and structure of his gun or 
rifie. He is stealthy and unsocial in his habits, an- 
gwers questions reluctantly, aud finds out what he 
wants to know without asking any. His habits are 
unconventional and independent, but quiet and de- 
corous: he follows no steady employment, and 
geems neither to have nor to need money; he likes 
mo company better than his own, but if you can 
sympathize with his pursuftsand win his confidence, 
he will impart to youa great deal of curious and 
interesting information. Yet he will always keep 
his best secret to himself. and will privately despise 
you and all the rest of the world because you and 
they do not know it. , 

A lively contrast to this figure is that of the vil- 
Jage society enthusiast. The man I mean is un- 
usually homely in face and figure, and remains a 
bachelor to the end of the chapter. He is not a 
scion of the “first tamilies,” or, if he be so, the 
branch which he represents bas fallen into reduced 
circumstances. But he is the leader of the dance 
and the life of the picnic and the boating party. He 
is full of harmless jocosity and small talk, suitable 
for ladies’ ears; he smokes little and drinks less, but 
he isa capital hand at making a chowder or brew- 
ing ajugof lemonade. Atapple-paring bees, corn- 
buskinzs and game parties, he is the center of en- 
ergy, and thatis a dull day that does not find him 
in a boat with one girl or in a buggy with another, 
Everybody makes use of him, and he is at the ser- 
vice of everybody—for social purposes; though if 
you ask him to scale Chimborazo or eat a crocodile 
he will probably hesitate. Women take liberties 
with him and permit him freedoms; yet no woman 
g@ccepis him as a suitor, if, even, he seeks that 
privilege, which is doubtful. His social devotions 
are instinctively general, not particular. He is ob- 
liging but not heroic in his friendships. The death 
of his dearest acquaintance will affect him less than 
@storm on picnic day. He is an amiable fellow, 
thoroughly satisfied wit himselfand his surround- 
fngs; and no better fortune than this can befall an 
American villager. 

There is also an artisan in town—a gunsmith and 
focksmith pertaps—who claims a place in the roll 
of prominent personages. He isan elderly, tacti- 
turn man, and an excelient and conscientious work- 
yuan. He is never seen outside of his shop,or, if he is 
you scarcely recognize him elsewhere: the picture in 
your mind is of a gray-headed, rather grim-visaged 
old fellow in shirt sleeves, bending assiduously over 
his work table. He is proud of his proficiency, 
though he never boasts of it; he is of an independ- 
eut temper, and will neither be hurried nor even 
undertake a job unless he fanciesit. The shaping 
aud fitting together of fine mechanism coOnduces 
to aceuracy aud consecutiveness of 
thought; and bis judgment is sought 
and vaiued in the community as represent- 
ative of the sober, conservative element. In atime 
of social or political emergency, such a man some- 
times deciares himself with unexpected force and 
effect; but, the crisis past, he is not to be wooed 
from his shop or trade by any bait of office or power; 
he will not be a sélectman, or attach any kind of 
bandie to his name. The dignity of labor is the 
ouly dignity he cares for, and he wins more respect 
than the voluble caucus managers. Nor is he alto- 
gether stern and austere. He enjoys the company 
of children, and they return his regard; he will 
take the little girlson his knee and lect them watch 
his work; and the boys who come to get their guns 
mended or their padlocks putin order are allowed 
to examine his tools and to ask endless questions. 
As for “iarking’’ with the old man, they know bet- 
fer than to attempt such a thing. One look from 
beneath those overhanging gray cyebrows of his 
gould reduce the most audacious of them to order. 
Besides bis partiality for children, he has 
@nother weakness which he keeps more 
girictiy to himself. Im the seclusion of his 
back-room (should you ever succeed in penetrat- 
ing thither) you will find a collection of old books, 
the value and rarity of which only 
book - fanciers can appreciate. If you 
can show him that you know anything ’ about 
bindings, editions, and such like lore of bibliophiles, 
he will reveal an unsuspected store of learning and 
wisdom; and, ten to one, he will approve himselt 
betier-read than you are in the old poets and drama- 
Lists 


Another sedentary philosopher, but ofa lighter 
an4 more companionable cast, is the village shoe- 
guaker, nine-tenths of whose trade consists in cob- 
Diing footgear which some more fashlonaple pro- 
fessor ofthe art has made. His fingers are black 
with ol! and wax, and his shouldersand back are 
round with much stooping over the shoes that rests 
upon his leather-covered knees. He drives his pegs 
with wonderful neatness and dispatch, and draws 
jis thread with a twitch that promises permanence. 
During the noon rest he looks over the daily news- 
paper, aud is never without some timely political 
conviction. But his opinions vary, like the fashion 
of bis boots, aud he has an amiable faculty of agree- 
ing with the last speaker. Le, too, is twlerant of 
boys, but they take liberties with him which they 
would never venture upou with the gunsmith. They 

loin his upplemeuts, stick shoemaker's wax in- 
pie bis hat and pose him with conundrums calcu- 
lated entrap the unwary. He takes it all with 
feeble affaiility, or if he attempts to remoustrate, 
Goes it in so ineffective a manner as only to simu- 
fate renewed attacks. in peaceful moments he re- 
his juvenile audience with anecdotes and ste- 


| 


ties, not always of the most refined rand 
it must be admitted that the material with which 
he “evens up”’ their soles and heels is not always of 
such adamantine consistency as he declares it to be; 
and he has a temperamental reluctance to put in 
steel pegs where they will do the most good. But if 
he be a little remiss on the moral side, no one can 
accuse him of acquiring wealth by his devices; so it 
is fair to conclude that strict honesty would land 
him in the poorhouse. 

Tur Forum for August‘is of special inter- 
est. We havealready alluded to J. B. Fra- 
ker’s clippings from the Cincinnati Commer- 
cial-Gazette. These clippings are accorded the 
place of honor in the magazine. Lord Bram- 
well, whose toryism is of the stinking-jim va- 
riety, has an artiele entitled, “Has Ireland a 
Grievance?” Bramwell thinks that it is 
landlordism, and not Ireland, that has a griev- 
ance. Dr, Howard Crosby has a timely article 
on ‘The Forgotten Cause of Poverty.” Rev. 
Edward Eggleston has an article on ‘Books 
that Have Helped Me,”’ from which we gather 
that Dr. Eggleston helped himself a great deal 
more than any books he ever read. 

Profess C. C. Everett has ‘‘An Outsde View 
of Revivals,” a title which helps us to under- 
stand that there is an outside view. Our opin- 
ion, however, is that the professor’s article 
would be more interesting if it contained an 
inside view. There are other articles, both 
timely and entertaining, but we haye not the 
space to mention them separately.

The Boston Advertiser: And, by the way, why is 
not George Meredith a good novelist to become ac- 


quainted with this summer? Not because he is light | 


in his manner, assuredly, for no writer living re- 
quires of his reader a closer attention or more sym- 
pathetic powers of appreciation. But the freedom 
and rest of the vacation season affurd just the op- 
portunity needed to read such an author to the core. 
And to die without knowing George Meredith would 
be utterly to overlook the greatest living writer of 
English fiction, if not indeed actually never to make 


the acquaintance of one who is a giant among the - 


other great men of our literature; socond to none, or 
to but one, in powers of imagination, sympathy; 
humor and psychologic insight. His day of fame 
has come late, but it has come and will last. To 
those who do not know him it will seem simply lu- 
dicrous for me to use in regard to him such words as 
it seems but simple justice on my parttouse. But 
what I would say is this, that no writerin the whele 
course of English literature reveals such tremen- 
dous powers ef imagination, such capacity for bril- 
liant descriptive colorings as a painter ip words; 
such dramatic intensity, such unerring vision in 
matters of supreme personal interest in the develop- 
ment of character and life, such humor, tenderness, 
charity, in a word such universal fitness for living 
the life of the men of letters—no one, save Shaks- 
peare himself, as George Meredith. Fulsome eulo- 
gy, some will sneer; rash, short sighted, maniacally 
ridiculous, will be the verdict of others. I would 
reply, simply, read him. His books may now be 
obtained in very desirable form in an edition pub- 
lished by Roberts Bros. This is now completed and 
consists of nine volumes.

Sylvanus Cobb’s 
stories, for example, are, from Mr. Robert Bonner’s 
standpoint, and from the standpoint ofthe public 
whom he caters, not bad, but rather very 
indeed; and yet Mr. Bonner, by . ruling Pom 
out of the classification of novels, thereby admits 
that, even in his opinion, they are not so good as 
some other works of fiction. And, beloved reader, 
this is about all the artistic distinction that there is 
between them and the other works of fiction which 
Mr. Bonner evidently had in his mind when he 
spoke.

GEORGIA INDUSTRY. 


Raising the Assessment—Progress of Rail- 
roads, Etc. 

Haratson, Ga., July 30 —[Special.]—Ac- 
cording to the receiver's books, the taxable 
property of Haralson county has fallen off 
about seventy-five thousand dollars. The grand 
jury have raised it up to that amount, princi- 
pally on wild lands. 

The Tallapoosa Mining company have 
bought some mineral land two miles south of 
Dachenan, and are going to commence work 
at once on it. Gold, iron apd marble abound 
in abundance near Buchanan, so some of our 
citizens declare, and all we need is a railroad 
to start us on a boom with the rest of Georgia. 


Rome Courier: Yesterday forty-six car loads 
of iron for the Rome and Decatur railroad 
came in, and will be carried out today on the 
road. The rails will give ten more miles of 
track. 

Dalton Citizen: The rumor circulated a few 
days ago to the effect that the northern syndi- 
cate had thrown up the contract to build the 
Augusta and Chattanooga railroad is false.

The Muscogees possessed the land for a hun- 
dred years unmolested by the invading white 
tribes. In the shadow of the mounds they grew 
their fields of corn; on the margins of the 
streams they dug the juicy roots and gathered 
the tender plants; in the depths of the forests 
they gathered nuts and juicy berries each in 
iis season; among the hills they sought the 
antiered stag, the pompous turkey cock, the 
clumsy bear. 

They were powerful and happy. Situated, 
as the Ocmulgee tribes were, in the center of 
such a rich territory, surrounded by branches 
of their own tribe to guard the frontiers from 
invasion, they grew proud and haughty, but 
not vindictive nor blood-thirsty. 

Beyond the seas the crowned kings contin- 
ued to apportion outto their nobles and fa- 
vorites the domain of their uncrowned con- 
temporaries in the western wilds. 

In 1732 King George, of England, gave to 
General Oglethorpe, a favorite warrior, lands 
on the Atlantic “shores, between the great 
rivers, the Altamaha and the Savannah. 
Oglethorpe, although a warrior of renown, 
caine as a man of peace to visit his inherit- 
ance. When he landed at the mouth of the 
broad Savannah the red chiefs came to meet 
him, and a grand council was held.

The Indians rejoiced to meet a tribe of white 
men that came not with swords and spears an@ 
coats of mail to exterminate the bands and 
devastate the fair dominions of this race of 
heroes, 

Alas! The Muscogées were destined to he 
driven like footballs from one side of the conti- 
nent tothe other, until their mighty hosts were 
dwindled down to a handful of ‘broken-apicited 
men, settied on a little strip of land which 
even today the white men grudge them, 

They gave away anempire and were given in 
ou less than the domain of a German 

aron. 

But for half a century more the band was for 
the most part peaceful. True, there were a few 
petty wars in the south which scarce disturbed 
the tribes by the Ocmulgee. Little by little 
however, the empire of the Muscogees, then 
called the Creeks, was usurped by treaties 
First between the Oconee and Altamaha in 
1773; then from the banks of the Ocmalgee 
and Qeonee, to the St. Mary's in 1785, and 
again in 1786, @ ratification of al] treaties and 
an agreement to acquire ne more land. 

Lut the white man’s aggremive gread was 
only matched by his farsighted cunning, aid 
in 1802 the matchles& territory reaching the 
Ocmulgee was obtained. 

At last, in: 1805, nearly two centurieg after 
the Ocmulgees passed away by extermination 
the descendants of the Musecogees, theig con.
